grading and unclean.” 
Addressing the annual luncheon 
of the Associated Press, Murphy 
spoke of “isolated cases of mis­ 
conduct th at have shocked us all, 
and said these steps were needed 
imperatively in the courts: 
' '‘We m ust organize their work 
under careful adm inistrative su­ 
pervision. 
"We m ust in every possible way 
keep them clear of politics and 
patronage. 
“We m ust protect 
them from 
every influence that is degrading 
and unclean.” 
Civil Liberties 
If the courts are not above sus­ 
picion. he told 
the 
editors and 
publishers, "then the preservation 
of civil liberties 
is 
not 
beyond 
suspicion.” 
He added: 
“Freedom of the press, for ex­ 
ample, 
ultimately 
depends 
in 
large degree on w hether or not 
the courts give it fearless protec­ 
tion and careful interpretation. 
"It is a bitter but undeniable 
fact th at our courts do not enjoy 
the 
unquestioned 
respect 
that 
they had a generation ago. 
“I can remember when first, as 
an assistant United States attor­ 
ney, I stepped into a federal court 
room.

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OUR JAPANESE RELATIONS 
The American and Japanese people ran 
have a meeting of minds on one thing, any* 
way. That is, with respect to Ambassador 
Saito. He was an able man, a scholar and 
a gentleman and a good fellow, who was liked 
at Washington and who probably represented 
his country as well as anybody could have 
done in so difficult a time. 
The handicap of a Japanese war in China 
which violated the American sense of de­ 
cency, along with American material inter­ 
ests, made Saito’s situation difficult and may 
have hasfened his death. The American pub­ 
lic appreciated him, and approved the honor 
paid in sending his ashes back to Tokyo in 
a warship with unusual honors. For that the 
Japanese people, always susceptible to senti­ 
ment, have shown deep appreciation. 
It is painful to add that this does not lift 
the barrier which has separated America and 
Japan since the militarists of that country 
seized the government and embarked on a 
ruthless policy of conquest. We disliked the 
seizure of Manchuria and we dislike the over­ 
running of China still more. Our people have 
been shocked by the barbarity of that inva­ 
sion and alarmed by the spread of the Japa­ 
nese campaign. It has come to look more and 
more as if there is no limit to the predatory 
ambitions of the ruling group at Tokyo. We 
hope we shall not get into serious trouble 
with them. 
Fortunately the Chinese lately seem to 
have rallied and taken the offensive. They 
may yet be able, if not to repel the invaders, 
to weaken and wear them down and preserve 
their own nationality and civilization. 


ECONOMIC ¡STAGNATION 
“Present indications arc that general busi­ 
ness activity is likely to remain near present 
evels during the second quarter of this 
year,” says Col. Leonard P. Ayres, banker- 
'cunomist and business prophet. “The least 
reassuring factor in the situation is that cor­ 
porate issues have narrowed down, reflecting 
the fact that private enterprise is not now 
jontributing much to the flow of new funds.” 
The greatest need now is new production, 
ne adds, especially the sort of production 
Jiat goes into new plants, modern equip­ 
ment, expansions, additions, improvements 
and betterments. But— 
“Such undertakings are financed by the 
sale of corporate securities, and such sales 
arc made when executives have confidence 
in the prospects for profits and when inves­ 
tors share that confidence.” 
In 
short, 
business continues dragging 
along, as it has boon doing for a long time, 
for lack of confidence, in spite of the addi­ 
tional billions poured down the pump by the 
government. 
The pump returns what is 
poured down its throat, but not much more. 
The upshot is that wo continue going deeper 
into public debt, wasting our human re­ 
sources and private capital, forming con­ 
firmed habits of public charity, shrinking pri­ 
vate enterprise, and expanding socialization.

OUR JAPANESE RELATIONS 


The American and Japanese people can 


have a meeting of minds on one thing, any- 
way. That is, with respect to Ambassador 
Saito. He was an able man, a scholar and 
a gentleman and a good fellow, who was liked 
at Washington and who probably represented 
his country as well as anybody could have 
done in so difficult a time. 


The handicap of a Japanese war in China 


which violated the American sense of de- 
cency, along with American material inter- 
ests, made Saito's situation difficult and may 
have hastened his death. The American pub- 
lic appreciated him, and approved the honor 
paid in sending his ashes back to Tokyo in 
a warship with unusual honors. For that the 
Japanese people, always susceptible to senti- 
ment, have shown deep appreciation. 


It is painful to add that this does not lift 


the barrier which has separated America and 
Japan since the militarists of that country 
seized the government and embarked on a 
ruthless policy of conquest. We disliked the 
seizure of Manchuria and we dislike the over- 
running of China still more. Our people have 
been shocked by the barbarity of that inva- 
sion and alarmed by the spread of the Japa- 
nese campaign. It has come to look more and 
more as if there is no limit to the predatory 
ambitions of the ruling group at Tokyo. We 
hope we shall not get into serious trouble 
with them. 


Fortunately the Chinese lately seem to 


have rallied and taken the offensive. They 
may yet be able, if not to repel the invaders, 
1o weaken and wear them down and preserve 
their own nationality and civilization.

ECONOMIC STAGNATION 


"Present indications are that general busi- 


ness activity is likely to remain near present 
levels during the second quarter of this 
year," says Col. Leonard P. Ayres, banker- 
economist and business prophet. "The least 
reassuring factor in the situation is that cor- 
porate issues have narrowed down, reflecting 
the fact that private enterprise is not now 
-Contributing much to the flow of new funds." 


The greatest need now is new production, 


nc adds, especially the sort of production 
dial goes into new plants, modern equip- 
ment, expansions, additions, improvements 
and betterments. But— 


"Such undertakings are financed by the 


Kale of corporate securities, and such sales 
arc made when executives have confidence 
in the prospects for profits and when inves- 
tors share that confidence." 


In short, business continues dragging 


along, as it has been doing for a long time, 
for lack of confidence, in spite of the addi- 
tional billions poured down the pump by the 
government. The pump returns what is 
poured down its throat, but not much more. 
The upshot is that we continue going deeper 
into public debt, wasting our human re- 
sources and private capital, forming con- 
firmed habits of public charity, shrinking pri- 
vate enterprise, and expanding socialization. 


A professional boxer motoring to a city 250 


miles distant to take part in a bout that same eve- 
ning was involved in a motor accident which over- 
turned his car into the ditch. He was unhurt but 
somewhat shaken up. When examined by the Ath- 
letic Commission physician he was 'shaky' and ner- 
vous and the physician refused to permit him to 
box owing to the condition of his heart. After a 
conference with another physician he finally was 
allowed to box but he was so upset about being re- 
jected by the first physician that he boxed very 
poorly and lost the decision. He decided he would 
retire from boxing. 


Arriving home lie consulted his own physician 


and told him his story and his decision to retire. 
After listening patiently, his physician explained 
that the automobile accident had caused shock from 
which he had not recovered when examined by the 
commission physician. After a careful examination 
he advised him that his heart was now absolutely 
normal and that he would never he rejected again 
unles he continued to worry about his heart. He 
resumed training and three months later won the 
championship of his class. 


When an individual is upset and becomes wor- 


ried about his heart, the emotional disturbance may 
actually upset the rate and the rhythm of the heart 
beat which, with a slight brcathlcssncss due to ner- 
vousness or worry, gives some oi the symptoms of 
an organic heart ailment. 


When an organic condition of the heart is pres- 


ent the physician will find definite signs and symp- 
toms. Thus Dr. A. G. Gibson, in Medical Record, 
says: 


"When organic disease of the heart (enlarge- 


ment of the heart); not much reserve power (heart 
a long time getting back to its normal rate after 
exercise): blood pressure—systolic and diastolic— 
high; and organic murmurs can neither bo found 
nor definitely suspected, then some reason—emo- 
tional—should be sought. In these cases lacchycar- 
dia (fast heart rate) of 20 boats to the minute, at 
the beginning of the consultation, may be 100 at the 
end, and a little exercise instead of increasing the 
rate may lower it. 


The thought then is that rather than worry or 


wonder about your heart, you should undergo ex- 
amination. The examination by exercise, use of 
Xray (fluroscopc), electrocardiograph machine, and 
other methods, will definitely show that you have, 
or have not, true or organic heart diseiise.

The specific example which is 


causing most perplexity is the al- 
most unlimited delegation of leg- 
islative power which Congress in 
1935 bestowed on the National 
Labor Relations Board. This lat- 
ter institution, being composed of 
alert human beings, is interpreting 
the law exactly as it was written, 
namely with a conscious bias in 
'avor of compulsory unionization 
n America. Congress now has be- 
ore it many actual instances of 
what a board of three members 
vill do with such a statute. 


There are' several illustrations 


Jiowing the contradictory atti- 
ude which the board itself has 
ound it necessary to adopt in an 
effort to carry out the mandate 


>f the law itself, which, in effect, 
means nowadays that employers 
10 longer have the right to discuss 
irecjtly with their employes ques- 
ions affecting the economic rela- 
jonships of their business. Em- 
loyes, on the other hand, the 
xwrd intimates, may go so far 
ven as to use company time and 
ompany property to carry on 
heir own outside activities, includ- 
ng solicitation of union members. 


The board has been on opposite 
ides of the fence on this issue, 
/hich is one reason why Congress 
s being asked now to consider 
•hether it should not take back 


rule forbidding solicitation of u». 
ion members on company proper- 
ty. The text of that part of the 
board's-opinion ordering- the em- 
ploye reinstated who had violated 
the rule is as follows:

The board 
uspected and found that this was 
ot the real reason for the dismis- 
al and wondered if the rule was 


existence or was being applied, 


and hence ordered the employe re- 
instated. But, in the course of the 
opinion, the board said flatly that 
such a rule itself would be all right 
if enforced against everybody who 
violated it and not in a discrim- 
natory way. 


The board's opinion on this 


point, in exact text, was: 


"We- conclude, therefore, that 


the respondent's (the company's) 
alleged rule prohibiting outside ac- 
tivities during working hours, al- 
though in itself unobjectionable 
and within the lawful power of the 
respondent to adopt and enforce, 
was either non-existent or a dead 
letter and was invoked and applied 
to Peidl (the employe) in a dis- 
criminatory fashion." 


This ruling stood as a guide for 


employers for about 17 months, 
until March 18, 1939. when what 
is known as the Midland Steel 
Products Company case was decid- 
ed. In this, there was a company 


on '.ompany vime, wher. there is a 
lag in the work or there is some 
other pause in the operations. The 
union leaders' argument is that to 
talk about unions is no different 
than talking about the weather, 
although employers contend that 
they never have known of any fist 
fights coming out of a discussion 
of the weather and they have 
heard to their sorrow of many 
instances in which 
friction and 


violence have occurred when one 
man called another a "scab." 


When the board, incidentally, 


takes the position 
that for one 


employe to call another a "scab" 
is not a solicitation of union mem- 
bership, or even an intimation to 
a fellow employe that he better 
join the union lest he subject him- 
self to the humiliation of further 
epithets, the kind of reasoning 
necessarily used by a board which 
is given broaU powers to consider 
only one side of employer-employe 
relations becomes apparent. This 
is because the board considers it- 
self under mandate to apply the 
law only so as to encourage union- 
ization and feels no responsibility 
under the, present statute to deal 
with any other aspect of employ- 
er-employe relations or any other 
formula which might lead to a re- 
moval of friction or the promotion 
of industrial peace. Three men, 
therefore, and not Congress, now 
make the real laws that gov- 
ern 
employer-employe relations 


throughout America.

Attronomer Rsports 


On Solar Ga* Effects 


Dr. Seth B. Nicholson, Mt. Wilson 


astronomer, has summarized recent 
discoieries concerning the relation 
of solar antics to the earth. The 
report deals in particular with the 
nature and effects^ of great erup- 
tions of luminous gases. 


"The amazing brilliance of the 


chromospheric eruptions," reports 
Doctor Nicholson, "and the startling 
rapidity with which they develop 
make them one of the most spec- 
tacular of solar phenomena. They 
usually occur in the neighborhood 
of active sunspots, although there is 
no apparent connection between 
them and the spots. When an erup- 
tion is at its maximum it complete- 
ly blocks out any sunspots or other 
details of the solar surface over 
which it lies." 


The eruptions are composed main- 


ly of hydrogen, helium and elec- 
trified calcium vapors. Like neon 
signs and sodium vapor lamps, the 
eruptions are filled with gases, and 
just as passage of high voltage 
through the advertising signs causes 
them to glow, electrification of the 
solar atmosphere may light the 
sun's vapor lamps. In 1936 and 
1937, periods of maximum sunspot 
activity, an average.of upward of 
50 of the solar lamps were observed 
per month. Luckily, only the bright- 
er ones exerted any known effects 
on the earth. 


Interest in the eruptions was in- 


tensified following reports of occa- 
sional complete fading of high fre- 
quency radio signals, so sudden and 
so complete, according to Doctor 
Nicholson, "that radio operators 
thought the power had been turned 
off or that something had broken in 
their receiving sets. Frantic inves- 
tigations failed to disclose anything 
wrong, "and the operators were 
more mystified than ever when, 
after as much as an hour of silence, 
messages again came through un- 
interruptedly. It was found that the 
fading was general wherever the 
sun was shining, but that radio was 
not hampered on the dark hemi- 
sphere of the earth."

Universe Held "Young* 


By Modern Attronomers 
The old idea that the universe, il 


not actually a very aged one, is past 
its prime, is being questioned. The 
newer idea is that the universe is 
» "young fellow" with far more 
years of existence ahead than be- 
hind. 


As recently as 1927 most astrono- 


mers suspected the stars and nebu- 
lae were formed hundreds of bUh'ons 
of years ago. 


Now, however, there is' general 


agreement that the universe of stars 
we know was created less than 
10,000,000,000 years ago and, barring 
unforeseen accidents, should exist 
for scores of billions of years to 
come. 


Evidence of various sorts causes 


scientists to agree that from 3,000,- 
000,000 to 10,000,000,000 years ago 
some catastrophe occurred which 
gave birth to our sun and the other 
stars. 


The expanding universe theory 


gives rise to an estimate that this 
event took place no more than 
3.000,000,000 years in the past. If 
the star "cities" actually are rush- 
ing away from each other at the 
rate they appear to be doing they 
would have been packed tightly to- 
gether that long ago. A previous 
idea was that the matter in stars was 
being annihilated by terrific heat, 
thus wasting energy into space. 
The latter belief is that the energy 
released by stars in the form of 
light waves is a by-product of the 
continuous manufacture in each 
star of heavy elements out of light 
elements.
